conceded to Franco than was actually the 
case.

the summary of the treaty the infor- 
ence was deducible that Chinese auzersin- 
ty over Annam was to be recognised. From 
the full toxt it would appear that this is not 
go, since it igexpressly stipulated that “what- 
soever treaties and regulations may have 
been. or shall bo hereafter entered into be- 
tween France and Annaw, independently, 
these may becarried out accordingly."- There

GLASS IN CHINA. AND JAPAN, 

‘The oxtreme antiquity: of civilisation in 
China is proved ‘(if proaf bo wantad) by the 
‘fast thot parta of the “ Sboo-Kine ” were 
undoubtedly written more than 2,000 years 
BOC., when the Chinese werealready acquaint.’ 
od with writing, ‘In theds books are allusions 
to glass, which yield ‘aumistakable evidence 
of ita antiquity, Thus we find it atnted that 
the Emperor Shun, on receiving the erown 
from Yaou, who abdicated 2145 B.C,, “ ox- 
ainined tha gom-adorned turning-aphere and 
tha gem transverse tube, that ho” wight 
regulate the seven directors,’ or regularly 
governed bodies.” ‘The writor of this must 


have had some constructed inatrument con- 
‘nected with astronomy: in bis mind's oye. 
Tho “ Shoo-King™ is fall of evidences of a 
very high stato of,civilisation io Chins; thus 
in one book we are .told the wild tribes 
brought tribute of ovater pearls and strings 
- of pearls not quite round, to Yu, 2004 B.C. 
Tf the Chinese understood glass-making they 
* would soon begin to copy these pearls; and 
we find under Ou-ti, abont 140 BC., a manu- 
factory where false pearls wore mado ,of 
Teou-H, » species of glass made from a herb, 
probably fern. Our “great ignorance . of 
ancient Chinese literature makou it difficult 
to collect true information on tang pointe. 
We know thoy underatood the art of glazing 
pottery at a very carly date, and’on this

“giaedinaking, | Porcelain waa invented, it is’ 
supposed, about 185 B.C. ; the writing on the. 


bottlea found in tomba waa used in the 
century before dur era.. The martyr god of 

procelain was a potter, who threw himself 

into the-furnace one day; when from want 
of fuel the failing fire would bare spoiled the 
contents of the kilo—an onexampled instance 
of devotion to.his art, ‘The celebrated patra 
or alma bowl of Buddha is alluded to by a 
Chinese writer of 1950, quoted by Mr, 
Nesbitt : “In front of the imagsa of Buddba 

ig a sacred bowl, which is: mado aeither of 
copper bor iron ; it is of a purplo colour and 
glossy, and when struck itaouads like glass.” 
This bowl may have been brought from the 
west to Ceylon,-but it proves an acqnaint.

THE PRE-HISTORIC EXISTENCE OF 
‘THE HORSE IN EUROPE... - | 

In a memoir read before the Gesellschaft 
Naturforschender Freunde, of Berlin, and 
reproduced in their Trameactiovio and in the 
Naturforscher, tho muthor discussea, tho 
existenco uf ‘tho horso in Europe in pre- 
historical times. Hw wejecta the common 
supposition ‘that ‘thie animal is ‘of purely 
Asiatic prigi 


‘igin and. has heen tatroduced. by 
tava from its, original bome in the steppes. 
This viow is, ay he shows, absolutely con- 
tradictury to tbe results which bave been 
latterly ‘attsined by palewentolugista and 
archmologiste. As far back us the Middle 
Tertiary times Europa possessed Lorse-like 
animals (Ancitherium, und wibsequently Hip- 
parion), and although the connectidn be- 
tween the presant borse and these horseslike 
animals of the Tertiaries ia atill called in 
queation by many, it is absolutely certain 
thot since the: beginning of tae Diluvinl 
period Europe’ has been tnbabited by wild | 
horses, which must be zovtogically roferrod 
to Equus caballus, and which cannot be 
apecitically distinguished frem the domestic 
horse of the day, We find tho fossil remains 
of borses in moet deposits which have been 
formed. in Europe: since the end of the 
Tertiary, period. .We find them in pre-glacial 
strate’: we find them in those deposits of the 
Glacial epoch which were formed ‘at some 
distance froin tha glaciers-i.e., districts 
whore the existence of the horse was possible 
during such ‘untivonrable ‘circumstances ;. 
wo find equina remains very numorously in 
post-glacial beds (¢.g., in the Loess, in many 
caverns, &c,) ; and we find ‘thom, thougb’ less 
numerous, ia cortuin -peat-movrs, among tho 
“ pile-buildings,” and io nomerous pre- 
historical burial-pluvea, In short, the 
Fexistence of horses in Hurope--and ‘especially 
in Central Europe—ein be demonstrated us 
continnous for the entire time ‘from the 
beginning of the, Diluvial period to the] 
present day. In favour. of the ordinary-view 
that the horse is of Asiatic origin, we find it 
urged that it is on inhabitant of the steppe, 
and cannot Have been aborigioal in Eurdpe, 
covored as it then, was with mighty primeval 
foresta, In reply it is adinitted that, in the 
days of Ceasar and Tacitus, the modern 
cultivated countr’ +4 of Central and Western: 
Burope were cov ed with vust-for:sts and 
extended swamps—a fact established not 
tnerely by historical testimony, bit by the 
remains of the. Flora and Fauna, though the 
ancient forests aid moressed age often 
supposed to “have been more extended thao 
was really the-case. But those so-called 
primayal forests have aot existed always. 
Diluvial period, and aspecially during the, 
Glacial epoch, there occurred for thousands 
‘of years s widespread limitation of thy forests,
